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REMARKS 

Reconsideration and allowance arc respcctruUy requested in view of the foregoing 
amendments and the following rcnwks.. 

Claims ]-25 remain pending, claims 1. 10. 17. 20 and 22-25 having been amended 
and claims 5 and 21 having been canceled wiihoui prejudice or disclaimer. 

Rejection of Claims 1-25 

On page 3 of the Final Office Acli*)n of April H, 2005, the Examiner rejected claims 
1-25 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as allegedly being unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 6,5 I 6,202 
to Hawkins et al . ( ' 'Hawkins '') in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,408, 1 76 to Urs. A pplicants 
submit that the amended claims obviate the rejection. 

fndef3endent claim 1 is directed to a tnethod of managing phone calls initiated from a 
computing device. Tlie method includes, among other things^ initiating a phone call in 
response to a diaJ signal wherein the phone call is placed to a last called phone number if" 
digits we re not rec e i v ed ixo m a se I ec ta b 1 e in te r i a c c o f t h e c orii p lU i n g d c v i ce j ti s t be fore a dial 
signal vvas received in response to the user selecting a call initiation button of the selectable 
inter face, and llie phone call is placed to a phone number corresponding to received digits 
when the digits are received from the selecfable interface of the computing device just before 
the dial, signal was received in response to the user selecting the call initiation button of the 
selectable interface. 

Oil page 4 of the Office Action, the lixamifier admitted that Hawkins f^iils to disclose 
or suggest that a phone call is placed to a last entered phone number if digits are not received 
just before a dial signal is received from a call initiation button. For at least this reason. 
Applicants submit that Hawkins fails to disclose or suggest initiating a phone call in response 
to a dial signal, wherein the phone call is placed to a last called phone number if digits were 
not received from a selectable interface of the computing device just before the dial signal 
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was received iii response to the user seleciing a call initiation huttoii of tlie selectable 
iniorrncc. and the phono call is placed to a phone number corresponding to received digits 
when the digits are received from the selectable interface of the computing devici; just before 
the dial signal w as received in response lo the user selecting the call inilialion button of (he 
selectable interface, as required by amended chiim !. 

U rs discloses that when caller-related information (information that a user of a 
communication urut could use to initiate a communication in response to a voice mail 
message, see Lirs, at col. 3, lines 21-25) is received, the eomnumication unit stores the 
information. The user may then initiate a communication using the stored caller-related 
information at any tinnc. Alternatively, a conveiter device may extract the caller-related 
information, in real time, from an incoming voice mail and may convert the caller-related 
inforniation to an alphanumeric string. The cojnmunication unit may then wall until a 
request is received for the caller-related information and may then send the information to 
the communication device. 

Applicants submit that Urs does not disclose or suggest initiating a phone call in 
response to a dial signal, wherein the phone call is placed to a last called phone number if 
digits were not received from a selectable interface of the computing device just before the 
dial signal was received in response to the user select ing a call initiation button of the 
selectable interface, and the phone call is pluced to a phone lunnber corresfionding to 
received digits when the digits arc received from rhc selectable interface of die computing 
device jusi l^efore the dm\ signal was received in response to the user selecting the call 
initiation button of the selectable inicrface. as required by amended claim 1. 

For at least the reasons discussed above. Applicants submit that Maw kins and Urs do 
not disclose or suggest, either separately or in any combination, initiating a phone call in - 
response to a dial signal, wherein the phone call is placed to a last called phone nmnbcr if 
digits were not received from a selectable iincrface of the computing device just before the 
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dial signal was icccivcd in response to the user selecting a call initiation burton ofthc 
selectable interibce, and the phone call is placed to a phone number correspond ing to 
received digits when the digits arc received from the selectable interface of die computing 
device just before the dial signal was received in response (o the user sclectijig the call 
initiation button of the selectable interface, as required by amended claim 1 . Applicants 
therefore request that the rejection of claim 1 and dependent claitns 2-4 and 6-9 be 
withdrawn. 

Amended independent claims 10 and 1 7 recite features similar to those of amended 
independent claim I and are patentable over Hawkins and Urs for at lea.st reasons similar to 
those provided with respect to claim I, Tlierefore, Applicants respectfully request that the 
rejection of claims 10, 17 and dependent claims I 1-16, 18-20 and 22-25 be withdrawn. 

Claims 5 atid 21 were canceled without prejudice or disclaimer thereby making the 
rejection of tliese claims moot. Applicants, therctbre, respectfully request that the rejection 
of claims 5 and 21 be withdrawn. 

Applicants further submit that claims 9 itnd 25 are also patentable over Mavvkins and 
U rs for other reasons. Claim 9 depends from claim I as a base claim and lurther recites 
receiving an ended connection signal, and inilialing n lapse time rout ine in response to 
receiving the ended connection signal. Similarly, claim 25 depends from claim ! 7 as a base 
claim and further recites receiving an ended connection signni, atid initiating a lapse time 
rontijie in response to receiving the ended connection sig!iaL 

On piige 6 of the current Office Ac! ion. die f.xaminer rejected claims 9 and 25 by 
stating, ''Hawkins teaches a screen thai provides the options of hanging up (ending 
connection), (coL 7, lines 42-44)." .Applicants subtnit that neither Hawkins nor Urs disclose 
or suggest, either separately or in combination, initialing a lapse lime routine in response to 
receiving the ended connection signal, required b> claims 9 and 25. Further, the Examiner 
was completely silent regarding a prior art disclosin e or suggestion of this feature. Because 
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the Examiner failed to show that the prior art references teach, or stiggost the above -
